The vote was 
unanimous. 


It was moved by Danforth to raise the County budget 
$30,000, to $180,000 and amended to $175,000, an increase of 
$25,000. The vote was unanimous.

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SULLIVAN COUNTY HOME 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 1938 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Sullivan 
County: 


As we are rounding out our thirteenth year as Superintend- 
ent and Matron we feel that we should give an account of the 
activities of the past year, as it has seemed the most strenuous 
we have had. 

The expenditures have perhaps been somewhat high but in 
checking the extra work necessitated by the hurricane we con- 
sider ourselves fortunate in getting by as well as we have. 

Starting last spring we transplanted about fifty thousand 
spruce and pine seedlings on land that had been cleared for 
that purpose. 

During the summer the cemetery was entirely graded and 
seeded, the stone walls re-laid, and new gates built. Many of 
the stones on the Unity side of the cemetery had fallen and 
these were re-set. This represents a great deal of work but the 
result was worth all that was put into it. 

Practically all the buildings were painted during the sum- 
mer and fall, necessitating considerable expense. During the 
winter we have thoroughly renovated the Annex, re-finishing 
all the floors. The main building and the Superintendent’s resi- 
dence have also been painted. More or less of this inside work 
is done every winter. 

We have had a crew of W. P. A. workers who have helped 
greatly in clearing up after the hurricane. 

We have drawn to our mill and sawed about two hundred 
thousand feet of logs and no doubt we have at this time as much, 
if not more, still in the woods. 

We had miles of fences to repair after the hurricane. This 
required a large amount of barbed wire and thousands of 
fence-posts. 
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A large wagon-storage shed and a bridge leading to the 
cow barn were completely wrecked and had to be re-built, both 
requiring new metal roofing, hardware, and several tons of 
cement. The metal roof was blown from the saw-mill and had 
to be replaced. The roof of the main building was also badly 
damaged and considerable slate blown from other buildings. 
Two chimneys were blown down, breaking through the roof. 


In a part of the old piggery a floor which was badly rotted 
had to be torn out and replaced with a cement floor fifty by 
thirty feet. All cement floors in the piggery have been covered 
with boards, as we found that the hogs were becoming crippled 
to a certain extent by standing on the cement. 


We have started the construction of a ramp or walk in the 
rear of the main building. This walk will be connected with the 
driveway and extend to the hospital on the second floor, per- 
mitting us to convey patients to hospital by wheel-chair or 
stretcher. This will be a great help, as we now have to carry 
patients up two flights of stairs. 


We have purchased a stretcher for transportation of pa- 
tients and this, with the specially constructed interior of our 
new Chevrolet suburban, which can be converted into an ambu- 
lance, is a great convenience. It furnishes a comfortable means 
of transportation for patients and has already more than paid 
for itself. 


A cement mixer was purchased during the year. This has 
been much needed and we find it a great help in construction 
work. 


There will be quite a change in our Board of Commissioners 
during the coming year and we are anticipating the same 
friendly cooperation we have always received from the present 
Board. We of course expect new views and suggestions, which 
are always welcome, and we sincerely hope we may be able to 
carry out any ideas with satisfaction to the Board. To the re- 
tiring members of the Board we wish to express our apprecia- 
tion of their interest and help, and to them we extend our best 
wishes. 


We wish also to thank Dr. Sanders, who has so faithfully 
cared for our patients. He has never failed to respond to a call 
either day or night, visiting the hospital practically every 
day and answering emergency calls besides. 
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We are grateful to our Chaplain, the Reverend Mr. Sharp, 
for his services to and interest in this Institution, and to Mrs. 
Sharp, who has so graciously given her services as pianist. 


To our co-workers we wish to express our gratitude for all 
they have done to help us carry on during the trying year 


just past. 


This winter we have received many beautiful flowers from 
friends and we would like at this time to assure the doners 
that these were much appreciated and gave real pleasure to 


the patients. 


There are many others to whom we would like to express 
our thanks in person for their assistance and their interest in 
the patients but since this is not possible, may we take this 
opportunity to express to them our sincere appreciation?

Year Ending December 31, 1938 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County:- 


Dear Sirs: 


I should like first of all to report much pleasure and satis- 
faction in serving as the spiritual leader of the County Home. 

The worship services have been conducted on Sunday after- 
noon at three o’clock once every two weeks, with the exception 
of the month of August. The worship services consist of con- 
gregational singing with piano accompaniment, scripture lesson,. 
prayer, and a short sermon. 

On two occasions during the year we have brought the 
children of the West Unity M. E. Church for special musical 
programs. Through the generosity of the New Hampshire Bi- 
ble Society we have distributed twenty Bibles to the inmates of 
the Home. Methodist Hymnals were given for use in the wor- 
ship services by Miss Agnes Ellingwood. 

We have conducted two funerals and one wedding during 
the year. We have held twenty-one worship services and had 
about two hundred personal interviews with the patients. At 
least two have testified to a definite religious conversion. 

We sincerely appreciate the kindness and hospitality of 
Mr. and Mrs. Grout and of all others connected with the institu- 
tion as we have worked with them for a deeper spiritual life 
in the Home.

Gentlemen: 

I submit the following report as physician to the Sullivan 
County Home. 

There were twenty live births and one still birth. There 
were twenty-six deaths. Hypertensive heart disease caused 
eight deaths, general arteriosclerosis three, cancer three, cere- 
bral hemorrhage three, broncho-pneumonia two, chronic anemia 
one, cholecystitis one, and chronic empyema one. There were 
four deaths of infants under one year, one due to premature 
birth, one to acute gastro enteritis and two to spina bifida,
